The other reason is that the true questions that should engage the 
Congress are those di policy and the manner in which Zionist work 
is to be carried on. In present circumstances, this threatens to be 
overclouded and ignored by considerations about the advisability 
or the inadvisability of Dr. Weizmann as leader. This may work out 
well for the minority who approve of both him and his policy, but it 
is certain not to represent true world-Zionist opinion.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. _ 


Where do we Stand ? 


By Mentor. 


A SOMEWHAT frequent and much appreciated correspondent 

of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE has for some time past employed 
the caption I have set to this, contribution, as a slogan. His 
object has been to urge Orthodox Jewish practice—that is to say, the 
practice of Jewish ‘rites and ceremonies in accordance with the 
precepts of Rabbinism in deference to the minutie prescribed for 
their observance by teachers in Israel who have lain in the dust 
they have hallowed, many of them. for centuries. So far as Jews 
declare themselves in accord with this by-gone teaching and 
acclaim it as Law, there can be no question that when the gentle- 
man insists that they should practise what they assent to, 
he has fast hold of all that matters of the stick of logic. But my 
object here is not precisely the same, although based on that idea of 
the value of logic, of which, strangely enough, Jews have always 
shown themselves appreciative, but for the most part in theory. I 
would apply the slogan to much more modern purpose. Cutting 
out the past, and ignoring for the nonce the genesis of 
this or that observance, I would ask: is there anything in the 
nature of a code to which those who subscribe to Judaism or 
who take advantage of their fassociation in one form or another 
w.th the Community, deem themselves bound? If there is not, there 
is an end of the argument and Jewry is conceded to have become 
reduced to something worse than a moral jungle. If, however, 
there is such a code, or if one could possibly be definitely raised, 
then it were advantageous to enquire where we stand in regard to it. 


* 


LV me explain. Jewish public opinion does demand of indivi- 

duals in certain given circumstances certain abstentions aud 
certain observances. We find the same in what may be termed the 
wider life outside; although there it is extremely difficult to fix a 
a standard to which Public Opinion, the ultimate tribunal, 
would universally appeal. But let us take an essentially Jewish 
instance. We bave certain laws which we omnibus together under 
the name of Kashrut. Now it is inconceivable that any Minister 
would be allowed to offend against all the laws of Kashrut, were his 
offence known, thatis if he broke also the Eleventh Commandment, 
with impunity. We have a certain general observance called the 
Sabbath. No Jewish Minister could expect to retain his position, 
who set at naught and ignored that institution. I can imagine 
the indignation with which a Minister would be received, whe, 
savy, at midday on Yom Kippur repaired to luncheon. So one might 
go on, and I have selected these obvious cases for obvious reasons 
and have applied them to Ministers, because Public Opinion clearly 
demands that these men shall conform. Why? Is it because 
they are paid so to do, and that therefore they are expected to carry 
on a kind of vicarious religion for the benefit of their Congregations, 
much as I confess it has always struck me it would seem according 
to the Machsor for the Day of Atonement the High Priest was wont 
to do when he made absolution for the people? If that is the attitude 
to be maintained, then we stand upon a very slender, a very narrow 
and by no means an exhilarating religious platform. But we are 
told constantly and have been told for ages by Jewish Tradition, that 
there can be no differentiation between ecclesiastic and layman in 
Judaism. So that the real test cannot be the white “choker” or 
the salary thereto attached. It must be the reaction which Public 
Opinion would effect in any given circumstance to the religious back- 
sliding of the Minister. Let us apply that for a moment—it needs 
onlyamoment. Public Opinion reacts not at all in many cases which 
in the case of Ministers would be keen and glaring—it passes them 
over and seems to say that they are the concern of private indi- 
viduals and that every man must do what seems just in his own eyes. 
Indeed, this attitude has been carried into something like a cult. 
For Liberals,” realising that they were powerless to prevent the 
individual conception of Judaism with all its consequences, raised 
the system of individual selection to a matter of conscience. They 
hold that no man should be called upon to do, or abstain from 
doing, that in which he does not conscientiously believe, knowing 
all along of course that every man (and woman)—it may be sub- 
consciously, anyway naturally, for it is the habit of the animal— 
finds what he does not wish to do always contrary to his conscien- 
tious conviction. But to carry this cult to its logical issue is to defy 
Public Opinion, to say nothing of anything in the nature of authority, 


OW the last few years have shown what many must regard as 
deplorable degeneration in this attitude of individuals to Public 
Opinion. There have always been times when men (and women) 
have, as the phrase goes, “kept nothing,” to whom Sabbaths and 
‘Holy Days, Festivals and Fasts, came and went and left ne'er 
a mark to show their presence or their passing. But those 
people were but nominal Jews, and were so reckoned. In due 
time they and their famflies melted away into the vast uncharted 


— 


sea of either some form of the dominant faith or to some 
shape of nothingarianism, free-thought, or even Christian Science 
or its equivalent. It has often been remarked how it is next- 
door to impossible to trace in present living families the founders 
of Anglo-Jewry. Some of the names which were prominent us 
Jews with our ancestors are unknown to Jews of to-day. They 
have become entwined in the nomenclature of the general popula- 
tion of the country. Others have been lost and are recalled only 
by the diligence of the antiquary. It is clear that in relation to 
the Community, in relation to Judaism, in relation to its observances 
and associations, these people “stood” not at all. But during the 
last few years something more has occurred. Men (and women) 
equally unobservant as many of those who have been lost to the 
House of Israel, yet claim themselves to be Jews, and do in fact 
make association with Jewish Institutions. Once upon a time, 
these Jews who stood not by Judaism bowed themselves to the 
Baptismal font. They did so mostly for material reasons and for 
the sake of satisfying their personal ambitions of social aggrandise-. 
ment. To-day, the glittering baubles they made the objects of 
their lives are obtainable not quite so readily, but almost so 
in this country, by Jews as by non-Jews. Therefore, there is no 
reason for Jews to become non-Jews; and Jews, at least nominally 
Jews, they remain. And what do we perceive? That there has 
been during this last half century a steady, a cumulative decline 
in the standard of Judaism that is demanded of Jews in general 
by Public Opinion. So far has it gone that it is nothing 
even for casual remark when communal leaders flagrantly break 
what we are taught to believe are the fundamentals of our 
faith. This has resulted largely from that overweening desire to 
which I recollect I drew attention some time ago of appearing in 
these things broad minded.“ It is, and always has been, at least 
from the Jewish point of view, an entirely false perception. You 
cannot maintain a religion, or a religious system, with broad- 
mindedness, as so many people understand the word, as an ideal, 
any more than you can be sure that narrow-mindedness will secure 
that system for you in healthy integrity. There is not the remotest 
of what is called Heresychunting in this any more than there is 
the least disposition to interfere with the religion of one’s neigh- 
bour or to make him suffer because of his views. It is the merest 
common-sense. And I think that the flabbiness of Public Opinion, 
the paralytic lack of reaction which it shows to any inroad upon 
Jewish practice and observance, indicates how we are not standing 
but falling in these days. At one time, not so long ago, Public 
Opinion differentiated between what were termed private individuals 
and individuals in public positions. It gave absolute licence to the 
private individuals, and only asked that the individual in public 
life should feel restrained by its demands. That differentiation has 
gone. The Sabbath, which I have ventured to term the lynch-pin 
of Judaism, is set at naught by men controlling Institutions that 
were futile conglomerations of inconsistency where, in their 
corporate capacity, those who control them do not preserve the 
sanctity of the Sabbath. The very men who set themselves up, 
or are set up, to safeguard the ritual purity of food for 
Jews, may be seen indulging, in public eating houses, in 
fodder forbidden to the Israelite, and Public Opinion accepts the 
position in silent acquiescence, It cannot stand against it; it 
ignores the contempt for Judaism that is manifested. Thatis why 
we have the execrably illogical fpicture from time to time thrown 
upon the screen of communal life, of those pluming themselves as 
leaders of the Community, who, by their acts, publicly spurn what 
should be Jewish Public Opinion. 


OT the least deplorable feature that arises before the mind's eye 

as we contemplate this question is, to be sure, the position of 

the Ministers of Religion among us. Open, unabashed breaches of 
the Sabbath Laws are enacted by those holding high office in 
Jewish Institutions or one way or another in the Community, not 
seldom in the Synagogue itself. Disregard of every sort of 
restraint which Judaism asks those who abide by it to 
impose upon themselves, is rampant—and having regard to one 
instance I have in mind I could not have used a better word— 
by those under whose control our children are supposed 
to be brought up as Jews and Jewesses and who look 
to these as exemplars and patterns. Yet so far as I have 
seen, so far as I have been able to enquire, not a word, not a 
sentence of protest, of pleading, of renunciation, to say nothing 
of condemnation, has reached the lips of a single Minister 
from the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, down or up. Like 
dumb, driven cattle, they have uttered not a word! But why 
blame them? They also have to live, and these men who have 
offended often pull the purse strings which unloose the wherewithal 
by which the poor Minister or Rabbi can exist. Is it surprising 


that the said Minister or Rabbi establishes a kind of theory in 


his mind, which concludes, in effect, that there is no reason why 
the religious defalcation of some prominent and wealthy man 
shall not rest on that man’s soul and why it should be allowed to 
affect the body of the poor Minister or Rabbi and those dependent 
upon him? — — 
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A yet, and yet we are approaching, as I write, the com- 
memorative Festival, tradition in respect to which tells us 
that in a very fine sense, once our people did stand. They stood by 
Sinai and all that it implied. They stood by what truly or other- 
wise, rightly or wrongly, we are taught was Divine command, and 
with their standing they uttered the assurance that all that was 
demanded of them they would hear and do! Perhaps what I have 
said will to some extent mark the degree to which their posterity 
are keeping the word their ancestors transmitted to them as what 
they conceived was the most precious heritage with which to 
endow them.

THE PROGRESSIVE EVOLUTION OF AN ARTIST. 

The evolution of the work of Isaac Lichtenstein can be easily 
studied (and it is worth while to do so) at his exbibition of eleven 
years’ work, which is being held at Parsons Galleries, 313, Oxford 
Street, till the end of the month. From a portrait of a“ Yemenite” 
(No. 2) to his “ Self-portrait’ (No. 35), painted only this year, is a 
long and orderly progression. 

Mr. Lichtenstein had his beginnings in Cubism and in the early 
portrait he was content merely to build his face and head with cubes. 
So intent was he on this, that he did nothing more and the work 
looks precious. How clever!” is one’s first reaction and it would 
probably be only a matter of time before one sighed How stupid!” 


hold of it and made it his servant instead of his master. In his self- 
portrait he still builds with cubes; but one no more thinks of the 
finished work as a conglomeration of cubes than one thinks of 
Salisbury Cathedral as a pile of stones.

STATEMENT OF THE WARDEN. 


A meeting of the new Council of the United Synagogue was 
held on Thursday evening of last week at Jews’ College, the 
President, Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, presiding. 

The CHAIRMAN, in welcoming the new Council, said that the 
whole future of young Jewry depended upon whether the elders 
could judge rightly the pulse of modern youth and lead them in the 
Faith of their fathers, in the right path—in the path of the 
Jewish religion as it used to be, but kept up-to-date for modern 
requirements. The Jewish religion, the purest of all religions, was, 
he felt sure, a religion which could be made to appeal to the young 
people. Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD, after having moved votes of condolence 
with those who had suffered bereavement during the past year, said 
they had present that evening three generations elected to the 
Council—a grandfather, son and grandson—in the persons of Mr. 
Joseph Freedman, Mr. Sampson Freedman and Mr. Cyril Freedman. 

_ Sir Ropert WALEY ConEN moved that Mr. Lionel de Rothschild 
be re-elected President. It was quite unnecessary, said Sir Robert, 
for him to express what he knew was in everybody's mind—very 
great appreciation of all that Mr. de Rothschild had done for them 
and their great delight that he had consented to serve again. 

Mr. S. Moses, M.A., seconding the motion, spoke of the enormous 
amount of work which Mr. de Rothschild had put in behind the 
Scenes. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD proposed, and Major Istpore SALMON, M. P., 
seconded the re-election of Sir Robert Waley-Cohen and Mr. 8. 
Moses as Vice-Presidents. The motion was.carried unanimously. 

Affairs of the New Synagogue. 


Mr. S. E. SKLAN said as Warden of the New Synagogue, he would 
like to be permitted to make a short statement. The limelight, he 
said, that hadso violently been thrown upon the New Synagogue, 
and some of its officers, might have the tendency of misleading them 
and of giving an exaggerated and false idea of the position. “The 
two funds in question that existed,’ he said, “ date back to a time 
before ever any of the present Hon. Officers came into office and before 
ever Mr. Taylor was appointed Secretary. The funds were part ofa 
system which we found already in existence, and which our re-elected 
colleagues and we ourselves thought wise to continue. These funds 
were definitely and finally closed, one eighteen months ago and the 
other about twelve months ago, after consultation with the Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue and in accordance with their 
wishes. Frankly, I am sorry we have had to close these funds. In 
a large Congregation there are always items arising that cannot be 
met by existing machinery, nor can machinery be created to cover 
ull possible emergencies. True it is that these funds were managed 
by the Hon. Officers, but in which large Congregations have not the 
Hon. Officers the confidence of their members, and in which large 
body have not the Hon. Officers the right to use their own discretion ? 
The fact is that much of the trouble that has arisen is due to the 
lack of the team spirit when it_ought to exist.“ Mr. Sklan said 
that they need have no fears whatsoever as to the past or present 
conduct of the finances of the New Synagogue. He would also in 
fairness like to say a word about their Secretary, Mr. J. H. Taylor. 
He had been with them for ten years and enjoyed the fullest con- 
fidence of all officers and members of the Congregation. 

Sir RoBeErRT WALEY COHEN expressed the Council's very high 
appreciation of Mr. Sklan’s services in coming forward and putting 
the matter clearly before them. There had been a certain amount 
of anxiety caused by the agitation which had not always taken a 
very desirable form, although they were grateful to the men who had 
discovered what undoubtedly had been a weak point in the method of 
keeping accounts, which had stood the test of sixty years but which 
they were now very glad to correct. The moment they discovered that 
weakness the matter was put right and a circular was going out shortly 
to all the Synagogues to make sure that that weakness did not occur 
again. The closest investigation had shown that there had been no 
irregularity of any kind and that the funds had been well adminis- 
tered and administered in the public interest.. The fact was that 
out of the payment made for a choral wedding, £2 2s. was paid to 
the Rev. 8. Levy; £2 28. to the late Rev. I. Shapiro, and £1 1s. to tho 
Secretary. That was not strictly correct in accordance with the 
United Synagogue laws, but it was well known in the New Syna- 
gogue and was in accordance with the wishes of the present and 
past Hon. Officers of the New Synagogue. The other Fund, which 
was obtained by charges made for temporary seats in the Marcus 
Samuel Hall, was used for helping the Chazan during his illness 
and repairs to his house as well as other similar beneficent 
public causes which, again, had the full support of the Hon, 

Officers of the New Synagogue. He was sure the Council was very 
ratified to know that there had been no sort of irregularity and

that the weakness referred to had been put right as far as the New 
Synagogue was concerned some months ago and wonld now, by 
means of the circular which would be sent out, be put right through 


ont the whole of the Synagogues connected with the United 
Synagogue whether coustituent or otherwise. 


Major SALMON moved the report of the Executive Committee 


which, inter alia, states that Mr. W. T. Leviansky had been Hon.“ 
Solicitor to the United Synagogue since 1916, and for fifteen years 
had borne, unaided, the whole burden of the Hon. Solicitor's work. 
The time had now come when it was thought desirable that the 
Council should appoint a colleague who, as Joint Hon. Solicitor, 
could share this heavy responsibility and gradually acquire a 
knowledge and an experience of the many complicated legal questions 
with which the United Synagogue had to deal. With the concurrence 


of Mr. Leviansky, the Executive Committee recommended the 
Council to resolve: 


That the Council place on record its profound appreciation of the services 
which have been rendered and are atill being rendered by Mr. William Telfer 
Leviansky as Honorary Solicitor to the United Synagogue, and that Mr. Robert 
B. Solomon, M.C., LL.B. (of Messrs. Montagu’s and Cox and Cardale) be 
appointed as Honorary Solicitor jointly with Mr. Leviansky.” 


The Council agreed unanimously to this recommendation. 

The Council also agreed to the recommendation that the honour 
of life membership of the Council be conferred on Dr. C. S. Myers, 
C. B. E.. F. R. S., and Mr. Ernest Lesser. 

Mr. JAMES RosspaLe, the Chairman, moved the report of the 
Building Committee, and Mr. FRANK SAMUEL that of the District 
Synagogues Council.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Annual Report for 1930 begins with a referc nse to the completion 
of sixty years’ existence and the celebration of its Diamond Jubilec. 

“The United Synagogue,” says the Report. being well and wisely 
founded, not only endures, but grows. At the present day, there are 
eighteen Constituent Synagogues, with a nineteenth — Cricklewood in 
course of erection ; and there are two District Synagogues. In addition 
there are thirteen Associate Synagogues which the United Synagogue 
has in one way or another helped to establish, while thirteen Congrega- 
tions in various parts of London or in the neighbourhood of the Metropolis 
have some form of connection with the United Synagogue. 

“The movement of Jewry from the inner to the outer districts proceeds 
apace. In 1870 the total membership was 2,155; to-day the membership 
of the Constituent Synagogues alone exceeds 12,000, With bewildering 
rapidity, new suburbs arise, and in the course of a year or two a new town 
is in being with thousands of inhabitants, including a number of our 
co-religionists. It is not long before a growing religious consciousness 
leads to the establishment of a miniature Congregation, and there follows, 
in many cases, an application to the United Bynagogue for some form of 
affiliation. In recent months there have been no less than six of these 
new Jewish Communities in preliminary consultation with the Honorary 
Ofticers of the United Synagogue. Indeed, the rapidity with which 
present conditions engehder the creation of new and small Congregations 
has created a problem which is at the moment engaging the serious 
attention of the United Synagogue. For there is a danger of such 
local outposts of Jewry remaining with but the barest rudiments of 
religions life, mecting seldom for Divine Worship, and linked primarily 
for burial purpo es rather than for the fall religious opportunities afforded 
by membership of an active Jewish Congregation. The United Syna- 
gogne is not blind to its responsibilities in connection with this new 
problem.” | 

In connection with the various Committees whose work for the past 
year is summarised, it is stated that in the forefront of the matters dealt 
with by the Executive Committee was the scheme for new offices of the 
United Synagogue and, bound up therewith, the provision of a Communal 
Centre for London Jewry. 

With regard to finances the Report states, inter alia, that if the 
financial result of the year’s working had to be summarised in a single 
ventence, it would be that the prevailing trade depression had not affected 
the figures to such an extent as might have been expected.

CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOR JEWISH EDUCATION. 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of 
the Jewish Memorial Council (formerly the Jewish War Memoria!) 
was held on Thursday in last week at 20, Great St. Helens, E.C. 
Dr. A. EtcuHonz, C.B.E., the Chairman of the Committee, presided. 

The CHAIRMAN welcomed to the meeting Dr. N. S. Lucas (the 
President of the Jewish Religious Education Board) and Mr. A, 
Blashki. 

It was reported that the Classes at Dunfermline, which had 
been discontinued, had again started, and another application had 
been made to the Central Committee for a grant. Rabbi Dr. Salis 
Daiches, who acts for the Committee in Scotland. visited the 
Classes, and he reported favourably, stating that there were twelve 


children receiving instruction. He also advised the Committee to 
make the grant. 


This was agreed to. 

Dealing with an application from the Talmud Torah Trust for 
a grant for books, Mr. Hangar M. ADLER suggested that £50 be 
voted for one year for this purpose. He said that the Trust had 
been reconstituted and strengthened and was going forward a great 
deal with its work. A full-time Secretary had been appointed, who 
was quite competent of inspecting Classes. 

This grant was voted as was also a grant for books for children 
in parochial institutions that receive visits from the United Syna- 
gogue Visitation Committee. 

It was agreed to allocate the Ellis A. Franklin Prizes for 1982 as 
follows: Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes £15, Jewish 
Religious Education Board £15, Talmud Torah Trust £10. Each 
body holds an examination of its own before awarding the prizes. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER presented reports of Classes he had 
visited in the Provinces. He reported that several of the Area 
Committees were not in a good state and were not working satis- 
factorily. He found that people would only take interest in Classes 
in their own town and not outside. The whole constitution in 
regard to the Area Committees needed to be completely remodelled. 

The CHAIRMAN asked the Secretary to prepare a general report 
of the working of the Area Committees for the Central Committee 
to consider. 


The date of the next Educational Conference has been fixed for 
Sunday, November Ist, at Birmingham.

Annual Conference, 


CONDITIONS IN RUSSIA STILL APPALLING. 


STARVATION CONTINUES. 


The Annual Conference of the Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations was held at the Royal Hotel, Woburn Place, Russell 
Square, W.C., on Sunday, and was attended by 155 delegates. 

The first session, which opened in the afternoon, was presided 
over by Haham Dr. GASTER. 

Mr. A. M. KAIzer, the Secretary, read a large number of messages 
from, among others, the Lord Mayor of London, Sir W. Phené Neal; 
the Home Secretary, Mr. J. R. Clynes; Professor Einstein, the 
Rt. Hon. Sir Austen Chamberlain, the Rt. Hon. Sir John Simon. the 
Marquess of Reading, Viscount Cecil, Viscount Erleigh, M.C., the 
Countess of Desart, Dr. D. Jochelman (who was prevented from 
attending by reason of indisposition), Mrs. Edith Zangwill and Mr. 
Nahum Sokolow. 

Haham Dr. M. GASTER said that the situation in Eastern Europe 
had not improved as quickly as they had hoped it would during the 
last ten years. During that period, the Federation had helped 
countless thousands of cases. Not long ago, they might have read 
in the newspapers that £10,000 had been spent to rescue one man 
lost in the ice-fields of Greenland. What had the Federation done 
with £10,000? They had rescued not one, but one hundred thousand 
people (applause). Meanwhile, however, suffering went on; and 
who, he asked, could tell how long that suffering would last? How 
many of their people in Eastern Europe could continue to run in 
the race with their weakened limbs, emaciated bodies, hollow cheeks, 
sunken eyes and trembling hands, eaten up by fever and hunger, 
without boots to their feet or clothing to their backs, and looking 
out only to grasp a small piece of crust of black bread, which in 
olden times they would not have given to their animals to eat! If 
they allowed their Jewish hearts to speak, he was sure the success 
of the work of the Federation would be absolutely assured (Applause). 

Mr. S. KOLDOFSKY said that in Soviet Russia the masses could 
not get enough of even bare necessities. The average earnings 
of workers and employees was about twenty to twenty-five 
roubles a week of which forty per cent. went in rent, contribu- 
tions to the Trade Unions, State Loans (which were compulsory) 
and other social purposes. The Soviet regime fought anti- 
Semitism by every means in its power and those who were 
guilty of any anti-Semitic manifestations were dealt with severely. 
The position for most people in Russia was desperate, particularly 
for the declassed and the Lishenzy. The process of proletarianis- 
ing and colonising these Jews involved great material difficulties 
with which the Soviet Government alone, with the best will in the 
world, could not cope. There were also large masses of Jews who 
were not able to work—old people, widows, orphans, homeless, 
thoroughly helpless people, and the Federation must help them as 
much as possible. 

The evening session was presided over by Mr. Morris Myer. 


Dilatory Behaviour of Soviet Government. 


Dr. J, MACHOWER, in the course of a statement on the activities 
of the Federation and the balance-sheet, said that in the countries 
where usually they had collected very large sums of money, very 
little had been collected this year owing to the economic crises from 
which those countries were suffering. France was the one exception. 
Referring to the agreement with the Soviet Authorities, Mr. 


Machower said that after prolonged negotiations, they came to an 


agreement, more or less satisfactory, the draft of which had been 
signed by Mr. Kaizer on their behalf. They had informed the 
Soviet Authorities to this effect, but had received no reply. A 
considerable time had elapsed and they persuaded the Chairman 
of the Federation to go to Russia to see whether it was not 
possible for the agreement to be finally ratified. Dr. Jochelman 
had succeeded in arriving at an agreement which was a little 
less favourable than the first. Nevertheless, it was an agreement 
which gave them the possibility of working with the Soviet Govern- 
ment, Dr. Jochelman had told them that he had signed the agree- 
ment and that the matter was settled, but they again did not receive, 
for a considerable time. any reply from the Soviet Authorities. Then 
they were told that some formalities had not been fulfilled. They 
did everything that they were requested to do and they also thought 
it advisable for Mr. Koldofsk to go out and see that the negotiations 
were definitely concluded, and as quickly as possible. Mr. Koldofsky 
spent a considerable time in Russia, but unfortunately no final 
agreement was concluded. The Soviet Authorities insisted that the 
money collected should be spent for helping children in tle 
colonies, and that for the time being it should not be devoted to 
helping the Jewish population in the towns or townlets. Theirs 
was not a political platform, but the question was What is to be 
done in the future?" Their Executive could not agree, after giving 
the matter full consideration, that the money they collected should 
be entirely devoted to the relief of the children in the colonies, but 
insisted that it should also go for the relief of the Jews in the 
towns and townlets, They had informed the Soviet Authorities of 


this fact, but they had not yet received an official reply from the 
Government, nor could they foresee what that reply would be. One 
thing they must do in the meantime, and that was they must go on 
with their work in Russia (Applause). He hoped that they would 
come to terms. In the meantime, they would continue their work 
through the channels which were available to them. 

The Cuter Rane or Tae Burrten Empire said that the great 
fact for which the Federation stood was to him as real to-day as it 
was when they started the work fifteen years ago, and that was 


human Jewish brotherhood in helping their poor brethren who were 
in dire need. 


Among the resolutions carried were the following: 


That this Conference records its appreciation of the work accomplished by 
the Federation during the period ander review, and desires the Executive Com- 
mittee to take all possible steps te continue the work on a larger scale in aid of 
the Jews of Eastern Europe. 

That this Conference approves the negotiations carried out by the Federa- 
tion with the Soviet Authorities for the extension of relief activities, and 
authorises the Executive Committee to continue their endeavours to come toa 
definite working arrangement with the Russian Government, for the farther 
benefit of the declassed Jews. The Executive Committee is hereby authorised 
to make such alterations and amendments in the Agreement with the Soviet 
Authorities as may be found necessary or desirable. 

That this Conference, having heard with grave concern the exceedingly 
serious reports on the conditions of our brethren in Russia and Poland, 
expresses its deep conviction that the relief activities of the Federation be 
carried on with unabated vigour, and pledges itself to assist the Federation in all 
possible ways in its devoted labours to relieve the lot of the unhappy sufferers.

Mr. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD, the President, presided at the 
distribution of prizes at the Jewish Orphanage, West Norwood, on 
Sunday last. Mrs. Drage distributed the awards and Mr. Benjamin 
Drage addressed the children. 

In reviewing the year's activities, Mr. de Rothschild said that 
the number of boys und girls in residence gave cause for satisfac. 
tion, and he understood that a high official who had recently 
inspected the school, would give a very favourable report. Four 
children had won L.C.C. scholarships during the year, and the trustees 
of the Orphanage had granted maintenance scholarships to three of 
them. Mr. Rosenbaum had examined the children in Hebrew and 
Religion and his report also was satisfactory. He referred with regret 
to the deaths of Mr. Hope and of Mrs. Jane Gabriel who had been 
such a great friend of theirs and who would be remembered by the 
Gabriel Home. Friends and Aid Societies had that year collected 
£8,000 and yarious treats had been arranged which helped to 
alleviate the inevitable monotony of school life. He also tendered 
special thanks to the After-Care Committees. 

Mr. BENJAMIN DRAGE in addressing the children said that his story 
would begin in classic fashion with “once upon a time.“ In this 
case it dealt with a lifelong friend of his whose circumstances were 
somewhat similar to their own. This friend was left fatherless 
when he left school, as they would, at the age of fourteen. He went 
into a city merchant's office for two years during which time he had 
3d. a week pocket money. All that money he saved and at the end of 
the time had £5 in the bank. With this capital he set up in business 
on his own. His success was achieved by diligence, by sticking to his 
promises and by prayer. The way to happiness was the path of service; 
and selfishness was the certain road to unhappiness.

REFORM JUDAISM. 

“Tue REFORM Movrurxr IN JuDAISH,”’ by Rabbi David Philip- 
son (Macmillan Company, New York, $4.50), represents a new and 
revised edition of this standard work, which was first published in 
1907 and has now been out of print for some years. It is the only 
English history of the subject and is written by an acknowledged 
authority, who here traces the development of the movement from 
its beginnings in the early nineteenth century down to the present 
year. The authornaturally writes as an enthusiastic supporter, but his 
book will be of the greatest interest to readers of all shades of opinion. 
For he bas written in such a way that it is perfectly easy to gather 
the historical facts without necessarily accepting his interpretation 
of them. Moreover, he has over fifty pages of notes in which he has 
meticulously recorded, his sources of information for the historical 
student who wishes to pursue further investigations. The life and 
work of such outstanding personalities of the movement as Abraham 
Geiger, Samuel Holdheim, Ludwig Philippson, and Isaac M. Wise, 
are all described in a scholarly manner. For example, it is shown 
how Geiger's essay rehabilitating the Pharisees has received recent 
endorsement from non-Jewish scholars like George Foot Moore and 
R. Travers Herford. In successive chapters are traced the beginnings 
of the movement in Germany; its subsequent spread to England, 
Hungary, and the United States; and its developments in Europe 
during the last half-century. To reform in England some forty 
pages are devoted, in the course of which many well-known names 
ure mentioned. Among those of them no longer alive are such 
distinguished Anglo-Jewish scholars as the Reve. Professor D. W 
Marks, Dr. A. Léwy, Morris Joseph, Isidore Harris, Simeon Singer 
and Dr. Israel Abrahams. In the early days the conservative 
authorities only too frequently were ill advised enough to call in the 
aid of the civil power against the reformers. To-day many of the, 
demands of those reformers are supported by their former opponents. 
Thus, exactly sixty years ago the reformers were agitating for the 
better education of Cantors and for the calling of a Unfversal Synod 
—both of which proposals are at the present moment being advocated 
by eminent orthedox authorities in this country. The whirligig of 
time brings its revenges. 
anathematised by the Rabbis and the lay authorities of the officia) 
Synagogue; in 1899 it was appealed to by a successor of the Chief 
Rabbi who had pronounced the Cherem upon it to join bands with 
him in suppressing another more radical movement. But in 
one respect, at least, Reform has not anticipated the future, but 
has shown itself against the spirit of the age. It bas from first to 
last opposed Jewish Nationalism. On page after page our author 
makes this abundantly clear: Reform Judaism contends that the 
national existence of the Jews ceased when the Romans set the 
Temple aflame and destroyed Jerusalem Palestine is a 
precious memory of the past, but it is hot a hope of the 
future . The Jews are a religious community, not a nation.’ 
And to this he adds the corroborative footnote: “ Though a number 
of Reform Rabbis and writers are sympathetic with Zionism, the 
new Nationalistic Movement among Jews, there can be no manner o 
doubt that the position stated in the text expresses the true philo. 
sophy of the Reform Movement.” Dr. Philipson tries to interpret 
this as evidence of the universalism and intérnationalism of Reform 
Judaism in opposition to the narrow nationalism” of Zionism. In 
reality it is just the reverse, for while the Zionist stresses the 
universal brotherhood of Israel with its world-wide connections 
the anti-Zionist is only too apt to discard his Jewish loyalities in 
order to flaunt his exclusive patriotism towards the land of his 
citizenship. Two examples of this, out of very many others, may 
be taken from this book. . The American Reform Conference of 1897 
expressed its total disapproval of the Zionist movement which was 
then becoming active, thereby ‘endorsing the president's statement 
that the honour and position of American Israel demand impera. 
tively that this conference, which does represent the sentiment 
of American Judaism, minus the idiosymerasies of . . late 
immigrants, do declare officially the American standpoint in this 
unpieasant episode of our history,” Twenty-one years later, this 
same body decided: We do not subscribe to the phrase in the Balfour 
Declaration which says, Palestine is to be a National Homeland 
for the Jewish people.“ Jews in America are part of

in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, the Presipent 
said it was a remarkable thing that when the children came to 
the Home they could neither hear nor speak, but within a few 
months they were able to understand what was said to them, and 
even speak a few words themselves. Unfortunately, the number 
of children at the Home did not show an increase. because deaf 
children were usually sent to the London Council Schools nearer 
their homes. In those Schools they did not receive any religious 
instruction. The report of Mr. Samuel Davis on the religious 
instruction given at the Home, was very satisfactory. Through the 
work of Miss Schlesinger and Mr. Percy Joseph, the children 
obtained employment when they left the Home. The financial 
position, like that of most charities. needed further help. Miss 
Davids, the Principal, continued her good work for the care of the 
children, and she was ably assisted by Messrs. Musson and Hart, 
and the Misses Metson, Wilshere and Vines, The Committee were 
deeply grateful to them, to the Secretary, Miss Kathleen Mosely, and 
to the Aid Society, which had been most helpful under the direction 
of Mrs. N. Cohen, Mr. L. Stephany. and Mrs. I. Stephany. Sir 
Edward concluded with a vote of thanks to the Medical Staff, Mr. 
II. Kisch, Dr. A. Sorsby, and Dr. B. Schlesinger. 

Lady Lucas seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

Mr. Percy H. Joseru, the Treasurer, submitted the financial 
statement for the year ended December Slst, 1930. Ue said that 
the subecriptions showed an increase from £309 to £591, and 
donations had increased from 4437 to £563. The increases were 
mainly due to the efforts of Miss Mosely, the Secretary. Certain 
monies had been received from Sunday cinema entertainments 
The Committee, was very grateful to the Aid Society for its contri- 
bution of £711. The ordinary income was £539 which was less than 
their ordinary expenditure. 

On the motion of Mr. I. Goldstein, seconded by Mr. L. Stephany, 
Sir Edward Stern was re-elected President. Mr. Mauray proposed, 
and Mrs. I. Stephany seconded the re-election of the Treasurer. 
General, House and After-Care Committees. Messrs. Myers, Davies 
and Co. were re-elected Auditors on the motion of Mr. P. Joseph, 
seconded by Mrs. L. Stephany. 

The President moved a vote of thanks to Miss Davids, who, in 
responding, alluded to the small number .of children, and said tliat 
ithe principal reason was because there was an objection to the 
Institution being called a Home. She felt sure that if it were 
called “ a residential school they would get more pupils. 

In responding to a vote of thanks to him, proposed by Mr. L. 
Stephany, Sir EDWARD STERN said it would be a good thing if they 
could change the name of the Home. There would be difliculties in 
the way, in consequence of legacies,etc. Other institutions, such as 
the Jewish Orphanage, had made a change of name, and the Committee 
would see what could be done in the matter. 

Aid Society. 

The Annual meeting of the Aid Society followed. Mrs. N. Cox 
presided, Mr. L. Stephany, the Treasurer, submitted the financial 
statement, and said that the main source of income was the annual 
dance. The Society appealed to the younger members of the Com. 
munity to come forward and interest themselves in the work of the 
Institution. The amount collected during the year by the Aid Society 
was £711 as against £779 in the previous year. They needed more 
support from the Committee of the Home in connection with the 
annual dance. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted. Mr. I. Goldstein 
thanked Mrs. N. Cohen for her good work during the year. Mrs. 
Cohen responded. Mr. M. Mauray was elected President. The 
other Hon. Officers and Committee were re-elected on the motion of 
Sir Edward Stern seconded by Mr. P. Joseph.

No. 602.—A Shabuot Reverie. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 


On two occasions in the year, pious Jews remain awake all 
night; one is on the evening preceding Hoshana Rabba and the 
other the first night of Shabuol. 

How well I remember my experience long ago one Pentecost. 
My father had decided, as was his wont, to stay up all night, and I 
dutifully agreed to keep him company. About ten o'clock we pro- 
ceeded to the Beth Hamidrash where a large assembly had already 
gathered. A festive atmosphere pervaded the scene. Not a 
man of them but felt that this was an extraordinary occasion. 
There was a hubbub in the room. Some were walking about 
greeting their friends; others were already seated, reciting from the 
w v pn. Soon we, too, settled down. My father read 


with me the beginning and the end of all the Sidrahs; then we 
recited other books of the Bible. Before we realised it we were in 
the early hours of the morning. A loud droning noise filled the 
room. Some were behind us in the recital of the prescribed litera- 
ture others had already overtaken us. We continued with portions 
of the Mishna and the Zohar; we recited the six hundred and 
thirteen Milzrot-—six hundred and thirteen, which is the sam of 
the number of days in the year and the bones in the human body. 
Then came Psalms; endless they seemed; one hundred and fifty of 
them. 

What was the inwardness of it all? Why this recitation of Holy 
Writ? Why were we awake all night through? Just as the 
Israelites of old had to prepare to receive the Decalogue, so we were 
preparing ourselves, attuning our whole consciousness, for the 
Festival on the morrow, when the oft-told tale should again be 
chanted—of the cloud on the mount, of the people at the foot, of 
thunder and lightning and the Divine Voice uttering forth the Ten 
Words. 

Half awake, I recalled the embroideries of the Biblical story. 
Tradition declares that all Israel stood at the foot of the Mount, 
those who were alive at that time and the unborn generations yet 
to come. All were there; all accepted the yoke of the Torah as 
they cried, All that the Lord hath said, we will do.” When the 


“Holy One, blessed be He, was resolved to.give the Torah to human- 


kind, he sounded a number of peoples. First he went to the Children 
of Esau, offering the Torah to them. What is written therein?“ 
these asked. Thou shalt not kill,’ is written therein,” replied the 
Heavenly Father. The Children of Esau would bave none of it; 


their very existence depended on the sword. Does not Holy Writ 


itself say of their Progenitor, “ By thysword shalt thou live”? The 
Holy One, blessed be He, next went to the Ishmaelites and offered 
the Torah to them. What is written in it?” they asked. Thou 
shalt not steal’ is written init,’ He replied. The Ishmaelites turned 
the offer down, for it was their nature to live by raiding. Lastly, 
the Holy One, blessed be He, offered the Torah to Israel. What did 
Israel say? We will do and we will obey!” 

So far so good. But another tradition reports that the Israelites 
were practically forced to accept the Torah. The Holy One, blessed 
be He, lifted up the Mount over Israel, and addressed them in this 
wise: “If ye accept the Torah, well and good; but if not, I shall let 
the mountain fall on you and crush you and it shall become your 
grave!” 

There was a stillness throughout the universe as God was about 
to utter the Words. Not a sound anywhere. All was expectancy. 
When the Israelites heard the First Word, they died with terror. 
How then could they hear the others? Rabbi Joshua ben Levi 
answered: The dew that will one day fall upon the dead in order 
to bring them to life dropped upon the Israelites and restored 
them.” The words reached each Israelite according to his compre- 
hension—-the old men understood it in their way, the children in 
theirs, the women in theirs. But more than that. The Words were 
given in the seventy extant languages of the earth in order that all 
peoples might be apprised of their import. 

What was this Torah that Israel received? It was written in 
letters of dark fire on a surface of white fire. It was so precious 
that God Himself spends part of each day studying it. Indeed, to 
study the Torah is a supreme merit; but for the Torah the heavens 
and the earth could not exist. The Torah gives life to those who 
are devoted to it, both in this and the next world. The first House 
ef Study for the Torah was founded as far back as the early days of 
man by Seth; and five hundred years before Sinai the Torah was 
actually observed by the Patriarchs. Did not Jacob and his sons 
rest on the Sabbath? Did not Abraham don his phylacteries? The 
study of the Torah is more important than the rebuilding of the 
Temple or even the duty of showing honour to father and mother.

The Torah. 


Sermon for the Week. 
Specially prepared for Tur Juwish CHRONICLE. 


“Keep therefore and do them, for this is your wisdom and 
understanding in the sight of the nations, which shall-hear all these 
statutes and say: Surely this great nation is a wise and an under 
standing people.”’—Deut., iv., 6. 


The first appeal of religion is to the hearts of those that love it. 
The soul, made in the image of God, longs for its opportunities of 
approach to the Divine. Revelation itself is built on the theory of 
a loving relationship between men and their Maker. Their welfare 
is His concern. His service is their desire. Before the Decalogue 
is given from Sinai, God reminds His people how He has 
‘borne them upon eagles’ wings and brought them to Himself” : 
how they are “to be to Him a peculiar treasure, d kingdon 
of priests and a holy nation.” It is an appeal which finds 
an immediate response. “All that the Lord hath said, we will 
do, and we will hearken.” The life of outward harmony is the 
symbol of an inward attachment, that keeps the fires of religion 
burning within the human heart. 
add to the religion of the heart, even when that issues in full 
obedience to the Law. The Torah, as its name implies, is a revela- 
tion not only of affection, but of teaching. It not only “ restores 
the soul and rejoices the heart.” It makes wise the simple, and 
enlightens the eyes.“ The student is one of the most characteristic 
products of the Torah. The most sacred duties of Jewish life are 
recorded in the Mishna, bringing reward in this life and in the world 
to come. But,” it adds, The study of the Law is equal to them all.” 
‘Mishna: Peah I.). There is no creed that sets a greater store on know- 
ledge than does Judaism. Obedience to the most elementary rules 
of conduct must be the result of an intelligent understanding. Not 
without reason, wisdom and the fear of God are almost inter 
changeable terms in Holy Writ. The pursuit of knowledge has 
ever been extolled by Judaism. Learn, know, teach—how often do 
these words appear in the Pentateuch! They are an exhortation to 
get the highest form of knowledge: religion; but also to ponder and 
master the whole science of living. That the Lawgiver meant his 
hearers to cultivate their thinking powers as well as their emotions, 
to reason about religion as well as to feel it, is certain. For the 
Pentateuch is the champion of enlightenment. It denounces super- 
stition ; it would have us possess an intelligent, a reasoned creed. 
Alone, among the religious codes of antiquity, it is the friend of the 
intellectual lite. (Morris Joseph). 

But our text reminds us of a third virtue in Judaism. Had it 
not been mentioned on Divine authority, we might have hesitated 
to put forth this argument on its behalf. The Lawgiver advocates 
the observance of Judaism because of the reputation that its obser- 
vance will bring to Jewry from the outside world. One can well 
understand that to the man, whose religion is the tie that binds him 
to the Divine, the fire that is lit on the altar of his heart, to such a 
man the opinion of the outside world will be of little moment. 
Again, the man who has brought his knowledge to bear on the 
Torah, who is occupied with the entrancing problems of religious 
philosophy, and finds their solution in the Sacred Book, may 
be perhaps indifferent to what the nations may think about Israel. 
Yet the real lover of his faith, the scholar best versed in Judaism, 
has always been zealous for the good repute of his people. Moses, 
in those far-off days of Deuteronomy understood already the 
value of that good repute. How much more important must it be 
to-day, when the world tends to become ever more closely knit 
together, not only in actual contact, but in the mutual enjoyment 
of thought and of philosophy. Know, said the Rabbi, “how to 
answer the unbeliever. To-day, he might have said: Be prepared 
to justify your faith in the eyes of the world.“ For Jewry has to 
make good her claim toa continuance of that marvellous survival, 
that has been hers. The challenge to Jewry must still be answered 
by the word Judaism. Thatis our wisdom and our understanding 
in the sight of the nations. Jewry may speak of the Judaism of 
the heart. She may point to her poets, her singers, her mystics, 
her martyrs. Or she may present her Judaism to the world in terms 
of knowledge. She may speak of her Lawgivers, her prophets, her 
sages, her Rabbis, her teachers. Still better will it be if she can 
bring proof that the old fires of the heart, and the ancient skill 
of the mind, are still devoted to her holy task. That in the future 
us in the past, men will arise and acclaim the Jew, as still the 
pioneer of liberty and civilisation, still the emblem of civil and 
religious toleration, still the source and spring and fountain of 
justice and righteousness and eternal truth. 
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NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath FWI, Deuteronomy xiv., 22 - xvi., 17. 


XV., 3. Of a foreigner thou mayest exact it“ A better trans 
lation would be: “A foreigner thou mayest press for payment.” 
Although the general principle of the Scriptures is that there is 
to be one law for the alien as well as the native, there are a few 
exceptions and this is one of them. A debt contracted by an Israelite, 
if unpaid by the year of release, became void; but not so if 
contracted by aGentile. The reason for the difference is obvious 
and just. The :, unlike the V. was not an alien settler in Canaan, 
but one who paid a temporary visit to the country, probably 
to transact business. He did not have to submit to the restric. 
tions which devolved upon the Israelite for the purpose of assisting 
the poor. Consequently, there was no ground for remitting 
his debt. The Sifré understands the verb as a definite command, 
according to which it has to be rendered “thou must press for pay- 
ment’; but this seems very unlikely. There surely could not be 
any regulation which forced the Israelite to demand the return of 
his money if he did not wish to do so. Ibn Ezra's comment, it is 
voluntary,’ expresses the true sense of the passage. 

Whatever of thine is with thy brother." The comment of 
the Se is: But not whatever of thy brother's is in thine hand. 
Hence thou art to infer that when the loan is made on a pledge, 
the year of release does not make it void. The purpose of this 
piece of exegesis is noteworthy. The Bible is really dealing with 
an act of charity performed by an Israelite towards a member of his 
Community in distress and not with a loan contracted in the way 
of business. The sociological background of the law is a nation of 
small-holders, each living on the produce of his allotment, and nota 
nation of traders. When conditions altered and a large section of 
the population lived on the proceeds of commerce, the Biblical 
enactment became a serious impediment. Men must have been 
afraid to give credit when they would be precluded from claiming 
what was due after the incidence of the year of release, and the con- 
sequent hardship was undoubtedly very great. The Rabbis, therefore, 
were obliged to find means of overcoming the difficulty without trans. 
gressing the letter of the law. One method was devised by Hille! 
whereby the debt could be collected by a Beth Din. The Sifré sug 
gests another method. The Torah uses a peculiar expression in this 
verse. It had already been stated in the preceding verse he shal) 
not press his neighbour and his brother for payment, because the 
Lord's release hath been proclaimed.” The addition of but 

whatsoever of thine is with thy brother thy hand shall release is 
therefore quite superfluous. If it was desired to emphasise the 
distinction between the alien and the Israelite, it would have been 
suflicient to declare, A foreigner thou mayest press for payment, 
but thy brother thou shalt not press for payment.” Instead of that 
we have, whatsoever is thine with thy brother,” from which it may 
be inferred that the purpose of the words is to indicate a limitation 
to the law, viz.: the exclusion of the reverse. The opposite of 
“whatsoever is thine with thy brother” is “whatsoever of thy 
brother's is with thee.’ And so, by keeping strictly within the 
letter of the law, the Sifré proposes a method of relief to the 
business man. If he lent on security, then he was not required to 
forfeit the security if the loan bad not been repaid by the year 
of release. Such a measure would tend to restore confidence, and 
commerce could be carried on without interruption. 

On the basis of the same text Hillel devised his means of escape 
from the difficulty of the situation. He stressed the words with 
thy brother and argued (quoting the Sifré again): and not with 
him who hands over his documents to a Beth Din. From this passage 
they declare that Hillel instituted the Prosbol for the purpose of 
maintaining the social order ; because he saw the people refusing to 
make loans one to another and transgressing what is written in 
the Torah. He thereupon invented the Prosbol, the text of which 
reads, ‘I deliver over to you, the Dayanim of such and such a place, 
every debt which is due to me that I may collect it at any time that 
I may wish.’ The Dayanim or witnesses append their signature.“ 

What is particularly interesting about the whole matter is the 
evident eagerness of the Rabbis to adapt the Torah to the varying 
conditions of life. They did not take refuge in the plea that such 
is the law and nothing could be done. On the contrary, they applied 
all their ingenuity to contriving methods for so interpreting the 
Scriptural text that law and life should not be in a state of 
disharmony. They boldly faced the problems of their age with 
the desire to discover a solution which should bring relief to their 
co-religionists ; they did not shirk them.

The Sufferings of the Jews in Mexico.

It has now transpired that the agitation against the alien Jews 
in Mexico was started by a number of agents of foreign firms who 
had lost much business in the country on account of the small 
businesses set up by the alien Jews recently settled in Mexico. Prior 
to the influx of a large number of Jews foreign firms did excellent 
business, disposing of large quantities of goods which were not 
manufactured in the country. With the arrival of Jews from 
Eastern Europe a number of small factories were set up, and the 
prices of foreign articles dropped considerably. 

Agents of foreign firms who used to do an enormous 
business in Mexico lost many of their connections, with the result 
that they began to plan a campaign against the Jews. They hired 
special agitators who were supplied with anti-Jewish pamphlets 
urging the population to boycott the Jews. They did not even shrink 
from spreading the blood libel. Moreover, they tried to impress 
upon the population that the Jews were making huge sums of money 
and were sending their fortunes to Palestine. The agitators 
intimidated the population with the idea that the Jews were seeking 
to capture the Mexican Government and they advised the Mexicans 
to demand the expulsion of the Jews from the country.

A “Jewish Declaration.” 


Mr. P. HOROWITZ, B.Sc. [In Interview]. 


Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Sc. has accorded an interview to a repre- 
tative of THR JEWISH CHRONICLE in connection with the Sokolow 
Month which will be read with no little interest. Mr. Horowitz, who is 


Vice-Chairman of the Anglo-Pales- 
tinian Club and was for four years 
Honorary Secretary of the English 
Zionist Federation and for two years 
General Secretary of the Jewish 
National Fund for Great Britain and 
Ireland, deals with his subject from 
the point of view of Zionist ideology. 
The Sokolow Month,” he said, 
“was arranged as a tribute to Mr. 
Sokolow, Chairman of the Zionist 
Executive, by the Zionist Organisa- 
tion. One of the main features of the 
tribute is to inaugurate a system of 
propaganda throughout the Jewish 
world in favour of the ideals of the 
Zionist Movement, of which Mr. 
_ Sokolow is at once the historian and 
one of its most distinguished exponents. The Zionist Federation of 
(Great Britain and Ireland decided to utilise the Sokolow Month for 
ihe purpose Of intensifying their propaganda throughout the country, 
and have already succeeded in establishing new Zionist societies 
throughout London and the Provinces.” 

The idea of devoting a month of Zionist activity in honour of the 
(hbairman of the Zionist Executive is bound to appeal to Mr. Sokolow, 
who more than almost any other Zionist, has been responsible for carrying 
the flag of Zion to all corners of the Globe. 

Speaking on the subject of Zionist idcology, Mr. Horowitz observed 
“Trom the standpoint of Zionist ideology the great mistake made by the 
/ onist Organisation and the Zionist leaders was to hold up before the Jewish 
» ople the Balfour Declaration as the political formula which reflected 
ish aspirations in regard to their national ideals. Quite fortuitously 
ihere has been a curious confusion of thought in the naming of the two 
formule. It is the Basle programme which was, and still is, a true 
declaration of Zionist aim based upon Zionist ideology. In no sense of 
the term, can it be regarded as a programme. On the other hand, the 
a tour Declaration can in no sense of the word be regarded as a declara- 
tion of Jewish aim or purpose. It is, indeed, nothing more than a means 
io an end, a programme to be followed until such time as, by its means, 
the Jewish People shall have succeeded in creating the basis for the full 
realisation of what I prefer to call their Basle Declaration. Even now, 
late in the day though it is, it might not be inadvisable to effect an inter- 
‘hapge in the terms, for. in such matters the effects of persistent con- 
fusion cannot be too strongly emphasised. Whether the chance in name 
an or will be effected, efforts must be made to eliminate the confusion 
which has arisen and which may be taken as the psychological source 
of a good deal of the opposition to the Zionist leadership consciously or 
unconsciously responsible for it. If it is to fulfil its function of unifying 
Hort and control, the formula setting forth the aim of a national move- 
ment must, at least in its psychological appeal, reflect truly the basic 
ileology of the movement. The Balfour Declaration, or as I prefer to call 
the Balfour Programme, failed in this respect precisely because as 
ihe political formula of the Zionist Movement it is not based upon Zionist 

ileology, is devoid of Jewish inspiration and makes its appeal to the 
practical sense rather than to the soul of the Jewish people. As such the 
Balfour Declaration may bring new forces and new funds to the practical 
pbuilding of Palestine; it may gain the sympathy and support of the 
outside world as no purely Jewish formula could, but it can never answer 
‘he needs of a growing and progressive Jewish ideology. It can never be 
sccepted as an article of faith by Zionists throughout the world. It cannot 
become a source of national inspiration or a unifying influence in Jewish life. 

I do not suggest the abandonment of the Balfour Declaration con- 
mnmued Mr. Horowitz. As a political programme it is as much as we can 
hope to achieve practically for the next tVMOOr three decades, and only the 
politically immature would demand more from a practical, political pro- 
tramme. Once the Balfour Declaration is truly appreciated for what it 
ally is, that is as a programme desigued to cover a period of Zionist work 
and not a statement of Zionist aim, it constitutes a powerful instrument 
or the progressive advancement of that aim. The error made has been not 
in accepting the Balfour Declaration, or the Mandate which incorporates it 
from the League of Nations, for what they are and in implicitly elevating 
both as articles of faith of the Zionist movement and as formule setting 
Jorth Zionist aim and purpose.

Like the Basle Programme the new Jewish Declaration must be 
simple, terse, inspired—a true artielo of Zionist faith; unlike the Basle 
Programme it must be specific in form, precise in terms. Like the 
Balfour Declaration it must give a new impetus to practical endeavour ; 
unlike the Balfour Declaration it must point to Jewish idealism and not 
to practical expediency as its source of inspiration. 

“ Needless to say,” said Mr. Horowitz, in conclusion, “the new 
Declaration, political formula, article of faith—call it what you will-will 
have, like the Basle Programme, to be worked out in a representative 
Jewish assembly. Where better than at the forthcoming Congress which 
is now definitely fixed to be held in Basle, whence came the great call to 


world Jewry to seek, in a revival of national consciousness, the solution to 
the eternal Jewish question ?”

READY TO ASSUME LEADERSHIP, 


CONGRESS POLICY OUTLINED. 

A Press Conference, presided over by Mr. M. Grossman, was held 
at the offices of the Executive Committee of the World Union of 
Zionist-Revisionists, on Tuesday. 

Mr. GROSSMAN spoke of the poisonous atmosphere of anti- 
Revisionist calumny that had become most intense during the past 
three weeks.” All growing parties, he said, must expect a certain 
amount of unreasoned resistance occasioned by fear and envy, but 
recently all limits of propriety had been overstepped. This 
electioneering campaign was also assisted by members of the 
Zionist Executive whose words might easily have damaging effect on 
Zionism asa whole. Thus a report had reached them from Manchester 
that Dr. Brodetsky had addressed a public meeting in the course of 
which he had stigmatised the Revisioniets as Fascists and militarists 

—a most irresponsible statement by a gentleman who must be 
aware that he was thus forging weapons for use by the enemies 
of Zionism against Zionism itself. Mr. Grossman drew attention toan 
article inthe English supplement of the DvAr. That paper actually 
declared that both the Revisionists and Tun JEWISH CHRONICLE 
advocated a definitely anti-Arab policy. Having regard to the 
fact that the Supplement was distributed as propaganda among 
Members of Parliament, the danger of such grossly inaccurate state- 
ments would be apparent. Though the general Zionists were 
putting forward lists in all countries, continued Mr. Grossman, no 
one had yet been able to discover what they proposed to 
do if elected. Their position could be summed up in the 
single sentence: They had neither a programme nor a leader. 
Of all the parties, the Revisionist was the only one to put forward a 
definite programme. The Revisionists set before themselves the 
following tasks: The official recognition by Congress of the ultimate 
aim of Zionism as being the attainment of a Jewish majority in 
Palestine. ‘The Revisionists would propose a definite agrarian 
reform which would be of equal benefit both to the Jews and the 
Arabs. The agrarian reform would bring with it the need for a 
new system of colonisation—a systematic colonisation, planned in 
advance, and taking into account all the land and water resources 
of the country and the latest scientific methods, which would make 
possible a virtual extension of the area of Palestine by means of 
intensive cultivation. They would work for a iree immigration, 
restricted only by conditions in the country, but with freedom to 
extend the absorptive capacity of the country as far as their know- 
ledge and means allowed. They would work for legal measures of 
defence—Jewish police units, Jewish participation in thé garrison 
and legalised self-defence in the scattered and isolated settlements. 
There was need for a thorough re-organisation of the Zionist move- 
ment. They would press for such a re-organisation, so as to give a 
greater flexibility, efficiency, and a more constant control by the 
elected delegates of the affairs of the Organisation. The present 
system of appointing notables who represented none but themselves, 
would have to be abolished. In conclusion, Mr. Grossman asked th» 
Press to emphasise the fact that the Revisionists would go to the 
Seventeenth Congress prepared to co-operate with their fellow- 

Zionists and ready to assume the responsibility for the Leadership, 
if necessary. They had full confidence in their powers. They had 
a programme, the men, and the backing of a vast and growing 
following. He denied most emphatically that the Revisionists 
bore any antipathy to the labour section of the Zionist movement. 

In reply to a question, Mr. GRossMAN said: “The Revisionist

AMERICAN ATTITUDE TO THE PALESTINE SITUATION.

The National Exeeutive Committee of the {Zionist Organisation 


of America at a special meeting expressed itself in favour of a policy 


of co-operation with the Arabs. provided they recognised the Balfour 
Declaration and the Palestine Mandate. It also recommended to the 
Congress, the necessity ef insisting that Tragsjordania should again 
be united with Palestine, and that an economic body should be 
appointed for the purpose of dealing with the industrial and 
commercial development of Palestine. 

On the question of the’future leadership of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, the Committee expressed itself in favour of the election of a 
Presidium, the members of which should collectively discharge the 
dities of President of the Zionist Organisation, in accordance with 
the ‘policy adopted by the Congress. At the same time, the Com- 
mittee expressed its great appreciation for the services rendered by 
Dr. Weizmann to the Zionist Movement, which led to the Balfour 
Declaration and its acceptance by the League of Nations in the 
Palestine Mandate, as well as.for his great werk for the Aeren 
Hayesod and the development of the Yishub and for his efforts to 
defend the Jewish rights in Palestine under the Mandate since 
August, 1929. The Committed recorded its regret at the circum- 
stances which led Dr. Weizmann to decide not to remain the Presi- 
dent of the World Zionist Organisation, and it expressed its hope 
that Dr. Weizmann would continue to assist the movement by his 
counsel and services.

In the presence of a large gathering the new building the 
Ealing and Acton (Associate) Synagogue was consecrated and ned 
last Sunday, at 2. Grunge Road. The Consecration Cerem .,,, was 
performed by the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire and 
Mr. S. Moses, M.A., to whom a gold key was presented open. the 
Synagogue. The Mayor and Mayoress of Ealing, the Mane and 
Mayoress of Acton aud members of the Corporation of both e vughs 
were among those present, 

The service (which was conducted by the Rev. H. Mayerow ech. 
of the Great Synagogue, and the Rev. A. Rose, assisted by th. « \,oir 
of that Synagogue under the direction of Mr. David Levine gan 
by the entry into the Synagogue of a procession of scroll bv arerg 
headed by the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch, the Chief Rabbi aud the 
Dayanim. Ma Tobu and Baruch Haba were sung, and during the 
circuits with the Sepharim Psalms 30 and 24 were rendered |). the 
choir. Mincha Service was read after which the Chief Rab ad 
the Prayer for the Royal Family. 

In the course of his sermon, the Cuizr RABBI said that the 
preceding day the Sabbath Reading told them of the Divine con und 
that their Fathers were to proceed toward the Promised Lan! not 
as a horde of escaped slaves, but as a disciplined army consci.:s of 
their high mission and noble future: “Every man by his own 
standard, with the ensigns of their fathers’ houses: round about the 
Sanctuary.” This injunction guided Israel in its wanderings 
throughout the ages, and seems also to have animated the men and 
women who first settled in Ealing and Acton. They were deterim ined 
to march under the flag of Israel, to form a group of cons: ious 
Jews who should meet for worship, and establish facilities for 
religious instruction to their children. The efforts of the pioneers 
—the Revs. G. Prince and J. 8. Harris—were in due course 
rewarded by the coming into existence in 1919 of a Synagogue 
whose members were eventually to take part in every movement 
affecting the welfare of the larger community of Israel. They hada 
flourishing Ladies’ Guild, Orphan Aid Society and Young Israel 
Society; and of all these activities the Synagogue was the ceutre. 
Like their ancestors, they had their religious being “round about 
the Sanctuary.” For at least two generations the Anglo.Jew ish 
Community had directed its main attention to consolidating their 
position as citizens, and had strenuously endeavoured to ensure 
unto it the respect of the outer world. And rightly so. They in 
England had always had a clear perception that wherever Israe! was 
was guilty of blatant irreligion, vulgarity, unrighteous conduct. there 
sooner or later the wild beast in man was unchained against thei) in 
a blind campaign of hatred against all Jews. None, therefore, have 


been more watchful and jealous of Israel's fair name than Anglo.Je vy. 


English Jews, better than any other class of Jews, had know: by 
word, deed and bearing—by dignity, order, unity—to compe! recogni. 
tion from a reluctant world. But great as was the duty of making 
non-Jews respect Judaism, greater, vaster, holier, was the tas“ of 
making Jews respect Judaism. It was comparatively easy, especially 
in English-speaking countries, to make the outer world respect 
Judaism. The far greater difficulty was within the Community. 
The whole trend of Jewish education had in many quarters n 
towards a minimum of religious training, religious knowledge and 
religious practice.

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Music and Drama. 


THE GOOD COMPANIONS (His Majesty's). 

It was not to be expected that Mr. Priestley’s deservedly famous 
novel should make a deservedly famous play. In fact, “The Good 
Companions,” as presented by Julian Wylie, is much more of a revue 
than a play. It is all very entertaining spectacle; scene follows 
scene to the number of sixteen, many of them with very attractive set- 
tings, particularly the one depicting the back of the stage at the “ Gatford 
Hippodrome.” The immortal Jess Oakroyd is brilliantly played by 
Edward Chapman, and one begrudges every moment he is not the centre 
of the action. Sam Oglethorpe, taken by Frank Pettingell, is another 
delightful piece of work, while Edith Sharpe, with her beautifully restrained 
and polished acting. is admirably cast as Miss Trant. Adele Dixon 
plays well as Susie Dean, and John Gielgud does as much as is possible 
with the part of Inigo Jollifant. Unfortunately it is easier for a novelist 
to convince his readers that Mr. Jollifant can write “simply marvellous” 
popular songs than for the song writer to justify the description. Frankly, 
the numbers which Inigo’s genius was supposed to have produced would 
never have caused the slightest exeitement in either a music-publishing 
speculator or a showman. Otherwise the production is a most entertain- 
ing spectacle and it is quite worth sixteen scenes to present such a 
delightful piece of work as Mr. Chapman’s “ Jess.” 

THE UNFORESEEN (Prince of Wales’). 


Sound acting and smooth production are not enough to hold the 
interest in a play of such leisurely action as this. The theme seems to 
be that the sins of the mother are visited on the children, and bence the 
noble family of Chasemore is brought low as the result of the old Eari’s 
marrying an American woman who subsequently falls a victim to the 
charms of some aristocrat from the dirty side of Europe, whose Cuckoo 
offspring grows up to wreck the fortunes of the old Earl's legitimate 
son. It is a sad, sad story and moves at funereal pace with every now and 
then something happening just to keep things alive. But only just alive. 
Barbara Hoffe gives beautiful acting to a dull part; Edgar Norfolk makes 
the character of the young Earl both comprehensible and alive; while 
Owen Reynolds is well cast as a very chivalrous “ Dobbin and Gertrude 
Sterroll plays beautifully the part of Lady Frances. 6. J. 


MAN AND SUPERMAN (Kingsway). 


Can anyone who knows this play believe, as so many do, that Shaw 
is merely a shallow, vindictive posewr? The passionate sincerity of this 
indictment of the life-force that uses men and women as its instruments, 
regardless of their wills, could only have been written thus by a man who 
felt and knew what he was writing about. John Tanner is the most 
strenuous and exacting of Shaw's male characters, and Esmé Percy is the 
actor I would always choose to play it. He moulds and enlarges and 
enriches the part with all the power of his personality and the supreme 
intelligence of his acting. He whirls through it with a mixture of bravado 
and earnestness that link to perfection the satire and the sermon in the 
play. Alice Darch is a young actress of great quality, and her Ann 
Whitefield was everything she should have been. Her diction is especially 
clear and pleasing, and some of her finest acting was her subtle, wordless 
suggestion of the purpose of creation that moves so relentlessly, even 
unconsciously, beneath her most charming and casual behaviour. The rest 
of the company was rather uneven, excellent work, however, coming from 
Stanley Drewitt as Roebuck Ramsden, George E. Bancroft as Octavius, 
and Grenville Eves as Henry Straker. R.M.S. 

SOME BOY (Pavilion, Whitechapel).

The National Chorus.

of the Kyrie Eleison to the final triumphal chorus sung with all the power

of nearly three hundred voices, there was not one momentary (1) «. 
Steuart Wilson seemed to be nursing a strained throat, and in the circ im. 
stances his work as Gerontius was remarkably good. In perfect koe) ing 


with the angel's contributions was Olga Haley's singing, while ld 
Williams in his two biet parts as Priest and Angel of Agony was 
finely impressive. The first violins were unhappily stringy at the 
close of the first section of the Oratorio, but otherwise the orchestra 
was equal to the example set by the choir. Elgar's music is weddc! to 
Newman's words at times all too well; in following the traditional con- 
ceptions of good and evil he has made the former rather mawkish and 
sentimental. It is indicative of the change in musical Conception sod 
outlook, that whereas the chorus of demons must have sent an horritic 
shudder down the backs of its hearers in 1900, in 1931 its sudden inter 
pellation gives quite a pleasurable thrill. By contrast the “ Praise to the 
Holiest“ theme is by no means Satisfying; it is. not broad or assured 
enongh, although it works up into a magnificent choral pan. 


An Exponent of Musicianship. 


Robert O Coanor’s pianoforte recital at Wigmore Hall, on Tics 
evening, was always interesting, if not always convincing. His predilcc- 
tion for Bach as evinced in four works was justified by his rendering of 
the Air from the Cantata, by his powerful tone in the Toccata and che- 
where, and by certain of the movements in the Partita and Concerto. 
But- be could not keep his fugal tempi moving, and the gigue of the Partita 
lost most of its characteristic rhythm. A tendency to take his presto 
passages too fast resulted in overrunning and loss of outline. In a group of 
works by Liszt, Brahms, and Chopin the chief and common characteristic 
was the thoughtfulness of his playing, the Brahms Intermezzo being 
perhaps too thoughtful. The Nocturne worked up well, but Mr. 0 Connor 
was by no means so happy in the two Etudes, which justifies the opinion 
that he is hardly likely te achieve fame as a virtuoso, but will always be 
worth listening to as an exponent of pianoforte musicianship. H.C.5.

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The Feast of Weeks.

NCE again I have to extend festival 
greetings to all my readers. The 
Feast of Weeks has, I need hardly 
remind you, two features. It marks 
the gathering of the first fruits, the revival of 
Nature after her winter sleep, and it is the 
traditional anniversary of the Revelation on 
Sinai. 
FIRST FRUITS. 

One of the things that has kept alive in 
the heart of exiled Israel his love for the land 
of his fathers has been his celebration, at 
different periods of the year, of festivals 
associated with the agricultural life of his 
forefathers in days of old. As I have more 
than once remarked, these festivals nowadays 
have assumed a new significance by reason 
of the fact that thousands of our people have 
returned to the hoe and the plough, and are 
once more tilling the soil of Erete Yisrael. 
But for those of us who are divorced from the 
land it is refreshing to renew our troth with 
Nature, and if only by symbol acknowledge 
the old association. It is always a miracle 
how the earth renews its verdure and brings 
forth its fruits, and though this is governed 
by what we call natural laws, we cannot 
help marvelling and being grateful for the 
Divine wisdom that proclaimed: “ While the 
earth remaineth, seed time and harvest, and 
cold and heat, and summer and winter, and 
day and night, shall not cease.’ This festival 
is one, therefore, upon which we can express 
our thanksgiving to the Giver of all things. 

THE LAW. 

There is, of course, a close connection be- 
tween natural and revealed law. They both 
go back to the same Divine source, but while 
the one is automatic and has come to be taken 
for granted, the other depends on human 
acceptance and allegiance. A law that no 
one accepts is a farce. The Ten Command- 
ments acquire their importance by reason of 
the fact that in the first place Israel, and 
afterwards practically the whole of humanity, 
acknowledge them as the foundation of all 
morality. The fact, therefore, that the revealed 
law makes a demand on us invests this 
festival which celebrates its bestowal with 
special importance. For it is the test of our 
freedom. The Rabbis link Passover and 
Pentecost as one for this very reason. Libera- 
tion from physical bondage is incomplete 
unless man can liberate himself also from his 
worse self, and by accepting the discipline of 
law make himself really free to accomplish 
his mission on earth. Sinai set the seal on 
the Exodus. 

ITS FULFILMENT. 

The Torah was offered to Israel, and Israel 
eccepted it. There was a bargain, or covenant. 
To-day-—as a great Jewish preacher has re- 
minded us—God comes down among us, as 
He came down of old on Mount Sinai, not to 
make a covenant but to ask about its fulfil- 
ment. We have to ask ourselves on this 
festival whether we have kept our part of the 
bargain faithfully. The festival “offers us 
once more the old compact, reiterates the 
old commands, affords the old glimpses of 
the Divine.” We may now no longer hear 
the thunders that terrified our ancestors as 
they stood at the base of the Mount. But we 
may hearken to the still small voice of our 


consciences and, if we find ourselves wanting, 
give again the old pledge “ We will hearken 
and we will perform.” May we all have the 
strength given us to fulfil it!
